able. And if we must train them to 
make our expenditure sound, why 
not let them do the job now? 


COUNTY ASSESSMENT PLANS 
SHORT-SIGHTED 
The W arren county commissioners 
may this week decide to employ an 
outside firm to assess W a r r e n 
county properties for taxing pur­ 
poses. The cost will be close to 
$110,000. 
All existing properties will be 
assessed, supposedly in an im par­ 
tial manner. This is the sweet talk 
which suggests that all of us there­ 
with will be happily assessed and 
have no complaints. Has anyone 
around these parts been to the 
moon lately? 
* 
Assuming that this milk and honey 
situation actually exists im mediate­ 
ly after our benefactors take o u r 
$110,000 out of the county with them, 
what happens when someone builds 
a new house? What happens a couple 
years from now when values change 
and complaints are filed? What hap­ 
pens when someone builds a new 
industrial plant, or an addition to an 
existing one? What happens when 
new commissioners take over? 
Do these figures computed in 
1957 or 1958 stay with us forever? 
* 
> 
We suggest that the most im por­ 
tant part of this assessing business 
is a measuring stick. We must have a 
rule of thumb by which we arrive at 
the value of any property. And it 
must be simple enough so that a man 
of normal intelligence can apply it 
to real estate and come up with the 
right answer. 
The average homeowner or indus­ 
trialist also should be able to apply 
it and come up with the same answer 
as the assessor. If he doesn’t, he has 
grounds for an appeal and they have a 
set of rules by which to go when they 
debate that appeal. 
* 
We can obtain that manual with 
which we are to figure the value of 
W arren county properties for a 
fifth of the figure we must pay to 
have the entire job done. The same 
firm which writes the manual will 
train a chief assessor and an a ssis­ 
tant if we needone. Thus we will have 
men in W arren county who will know 
how to do the job, and will still be 
here to do it when future work along 
this line is required. 
It seems to us that we must 
train these men anyway, if our 
$110,000 isn’t to be thrown away. 
If we don’t, we wiL need to spend 
another $110,000 a few years from 
now when normal economic changes 


There are some who are inti­ 
mating that our assessors are not 
sufficiently intelligent to gather the 
wanted figures and to turn them into 
the chief assesso r’s office. If this 
is true there is something very 
wrong with our democratic system, 
and the quality of our Republican 
party candidates, of which we have 
a vast majority, must be sadly 
moronic. 


We see no reason why a Warren 
county assessor cannot obtain the 
details concerning a given building, 
write those details on a printed 
form, and submit that form to the 
proper court house official. If the 
chief assessor must be trained to 
carry on after the $110,000 firm 
puts our money in its out-of-town 
bank account, why can’t he do the 
job right now? 


The taxpayers of W arren county 
are putting up the $110,000. We 
see no reason why they should not 
have the right to keep it in the 
county. We believe a share of them 
should have the opportunity to earn 
the $110,000. We believe little com­ 
munities like Tidioute, Sheffield, 
Youngsville, and others will wel­ 


come the salary which will be paid 
someone in their area to do the job. 


We are not so sure that other 
towns which have brought in firms 
to do the entire job are happy about 
it. As we remember it was the 
dissatisfaction of some towns which 
caused former Warren county com­ 
m issioners to hesitate about taking 
such a step. 


It also seems that we have read 
newspaper stories in the papers of 
other towns concerning the problems 
resulting after the assessing firms 
had left. In a year or two they were 
squabbling over assessm ents and 
had no one to settle the squabble. 


IN REVIEW 
1. We need a set of rules by 
which to fairly assess all property. 
This will help officials do the job 
and will give the taxpayer a basis 
on which to appeal. 
2. The system should be estab­ 


lished so that it always will be with 
us. 
3. We should have several trained 
people in W arren county who can 
carry out the job. 
4. The $110,000 bill will not be 
very expensive if $90,000 of 
it 
stays in W arren county. 
5. Either our current method of 
electing assessors is providing peo­ 
ple of sufficient ability to do this 
simple work or we need a new sys­ 
tem. lf they can’t do this job, why do 
they exist at all if we are going to 
pay $110,000 to outsiders to do the 
work. For what will we be paying 
assessors? 


P.S. Why are the same commis­ 
sioners who wanted to put the county 
library to a public vote before 
daring to spend a third of a mill on 
a program which was requested by 
many organizations, now so willing 
to spend over three mills without the 
same concern with what the public 
thinks?

bounced up five feet in about three 
hours. The unusual rise probably 
was due to the constant breaking of 
ice gorges, which caused a fluctua­ 
ted level that varied from 7 to 12, 
then back to 11.4, up to 11.7, and 
back to 11.5 in the early morning 
hours when it began to consistently 
start a steady climb.

How to Save Tax Dollars 


(This is one of a series of articles on federal income tax

To help you prepare a correct re­ 
turn and avoid mistakes that cost 
you tax dollars, this newspaper is 
printing a series of eight articles 
prepared with the help of the na­ 
tional and state organizations of 
certified public accountants. 
Today’s article deals with prob­ 
lems faced by almost anyone who 
has to make out a return. Later 
articles will give special hints on 
deductions you may take, particu­ 
larly if you own a car, home or 
business. Use this series along with 
the official instruction book which 
comes free with your tax forms. 


Com m on Mistakes 
According to the 
results 
of 
a 
sampling by the Internal Revenue 
Service, the mistakes most often 
made by taxpayers fall into these 
four groups: 
(1) Incorrect listing of income. 
This is the main source of error, 
partly because of debatable ques­ 
tions involving business income. In­ 
dividuals 
make 
mistakes 
too 
by 
leaving out such items as interest 
on savings accounts, dividends and 
contest winnings, or by including 
items which are exempt. 
(2) 
Erro rs 
in 
personal 
deduc­ 
tions. This category includes the 
deductions taken when the IO per 
cent “ standard deduction’’ is not 
used. Important deductions from in­ 
come are: 
state and local taxes, 
interest paid on loans, charitable 
contributions, 
medical 
expenses, 
losses from storm, 
fire, 
flood or 
theft. 
(3) Claiming too many or too few 
dependents. Exemptions are allowed 
for the taxpayer himself and for 
certain persons he supports, if they 
fit the definitions in the instruction 
book. 
(4» Fau lty arithm etic. This is the 
cause 
of 
the 
fewest 
number 
of 
errors, 
but approxim ately 30 per 
cent of these arithm etical mistakes 
are made by the taxpayer against 
himself, resulting in approximately 
$19,000,000 in overpaym ent of taxes. 
The first thing to determine is 
whether you should file a return or 
not. Everyone whose gross income 
was $600 or more in 1956 must file 


sixty million Am ericans must file a 
ome to the federal government. On 
I out of every 4 returns filed w ill 
Last year these errors totaled over 


a return by April 15, 1957. Even if 
your income was less than $600 you 
should file a return if any tax was 
withheld by your employer and you 
wish to receive a refund. In any 
case, if you had as much as $400 
earnings from self-employment you 
must file a return to report those 
earnings 
for social 
security 
pur­ 
poses. 


!\on-Taxable Income 


It is important to remember that 
all 
income 
is 
not 
taxable. 
You 
should not include in your return 
any income which is listed in the 
official instruction book as exempt. 
This includes interest on state and 
municipal bonds, most government' 
payments 
to 
veterans 
and 
their 
families, 
life 
insurance 
proceeds 
upon death, gifts and social security 
benefits. The tax instructions from 
the Internal Revenue Service con­ 
tain a list of the types of income 
which should be included and those 
which should be omitted from your 
return. 


lf You Changed Jo b s 
Here is a special point to watch 
if you worked for more than one 
employer 
during 
1956. 
You 
may 
have overpaid your social security 
tax. Each employer is required to 
withhold social security amounting 
to 2 percent of the first $4200 of 
your wages. If you worked for only 
one employer, this would amount 
to $84. However, if you worked for 
several employers, more than $84 
might have been withheld. Check 
your W-2 withholding slips and see 
whether the total F.I.C.A. (Federal 
Insurance 
Contributions 
A ct) 
is 
more than $84. If it is, you can 
claim credit for the excess in the 
“ taxes withheld’’ column of your 
income tax form. 
The instruction book which comes 
with your tax forms gives further 
information. Help is also available 
by telephone or at offices of the 
Internal Revenue Service. The R e v­ 
enue Service urges you to consult 
properly qualified 
advisor if you 
decide to seek outside help.

Proof that many of our leading 
critics, clergymen, and movie pro­ 
ducers are guilty of Bible illeteracy 
is claimed by The Watchtower, pub­ 
lished by the Watch Tower Bible 
and Tract Society of Pennsylvania.

Did you watch The Big Story on 
television last Friday night? It was 
supposed to be the story of the Tid­ 
ioute bank robbery. The w o r s t 
advertisement for such programs 
Is when they deal with an event 
which occurred in your neighbor­ 
hood. It causes you to lose faith 
in its reports on other cases. 
The state police and FBI offi­ 
cers who worked on the bank rob­ 
bery must be boiling. To watch the 
tv version, only one officer inves­ 
tigated the crime and he called 
in a Sharon reporter every time he 
interrogated a witness or a prison­ 
er. They cast him as a complete 
sap I 
There were many more officers, 
reporters, witnesses, and evidence 
in the real case, as heard in our 
Warren county court room. It was 
not an open and shut case either for 


the state or for the defense. It was 
confusing enough to create an at­ 
mosphere of reasonable doubt, and 
the defendant was not convicted. 
We had a bit of personal exper­ 
ience along this line several years 
ago. We wrote a murder trail stoiy 
for a detective magazine. We were 
very close to the facts and refused 
to deviate. 
The magazine was unhaj^y about 
it, urging us to sensationalize the 


events. This we refused to do, and 
we managed to make it lively enough, 
using only the facts, to finally make 
them happy. 
Later we saw our story re-written 
for several other periodicals. The 
results were a little sickening, and 
convinced us that most of the stuff 
you read involving supposedly true 
crime cases, is distorted sensation­ 
alism.

Some dairymen f i nd it 
necessary to add molasses on low- 
quality roughage to improve its 
palatability and to increase th e 
nutrient intake of the cows. 
PIGS EAT HAY - Alfalfa or some 
other good legume hay fed to pigs 
in winter takes the place, to some 
extent, of the green grass of sum­ 
mer. Dwight Younkin, Penn State 
extension swine specialist, explains 
that these legumes are necessary to 
supply important vitamins not found 
in great enough amounts in many 
swine rations. 
FEED DRY BEEF COW - The dry 
beef cow in average flesh needs 
about 2 per cent of her live weight 
in dry forage of average quality 
per day, reports Thomas King, Penn 
State extension livestock specialist.

Soil not a single rivulet! So spoke 
the Western Pennsylvania Clean 
Streams Association when it held 
its annual meeting last Sunday. They 
were taking about the Hammermill 
plans to build a mill on the river 
and naturally use the waters. 
This is fine said the clean stream 
boys if you don’t dirty the waters. 
Apparently there is some doubt about 
that being in the plans, and right now 
the organization stands opposed. 
The Clean Streams also re-elected 
all its officers, which includes Fred 
C. Barr, of Tidioute, as recording 
secretary. 


Now there will be some who will 
say this is a strange way to treat 
new industry. However, we might as 
well face two facts. One is that clean 
stream s are every bit as important 
to our health and to the commercial 
progress of our states as a plant or 
two. Second, every state must follow 
this policy if our water supply is to 
be preserved. In the long run it will 
not be a disadvantage for anyone.

FISH PROGRAM COST 
With the Pennsylvania Fish Com- AND SNAKES, TOO 
mission attempting to sell a stepped 
up program that will bring our fish­ 
ing facilities up to date and keep them 
that way, perhaps you would be in­ 
terested in the actual figures. 
The Commission figures it can 
bring our hatcheries, enforcement 


The Commission believes the de­ 
cision is up to the fishing public. 
It says that action now can be taken 
to make or break public fishing. The 
situation is serious and should be 
considered seriously, says its news 
release. 
We outlined the reasons for the 
needed revenue in columns last year. 
Obviously if the growing number of 
fishermen are to have fish to catch, 
lakes and clean stream s in which to 
catch them, and access to those 
waters, more money will be re ­ 
quired. 
At $5 a year you can’t call it a 
very expensive sport. A private club 
membership for any kind of sport 
would cost you far more than that.

BUNNY MOVING SEASON 
If you have any rabbit friends in 
the back yard that you would like 
not to see next spring, now is the 
time for having them moved. Game 
protectors and their agents box-trap 
rabbits at this time of year and 
move them to happy hunting grounds, 
from which the man of the house 
can bring them back dead and ready 
for the pan next fall'.

You also may see a snake in 
your yard. Several have been re ­ 
ported i.i the snow this year. A 
hunter in Butler county wondered 
why his dog didn't break his point 
and flush the bird. Investigation re ­ 
vealed the bird was a rattler.

TOMORROW’S KITCHEN 
The housewife "who never is 
home" will not be so severely 
criticized by hubby a few years 
from now. His dinner will be on 
the table, warm, balanced, and well 
cooked. 
There will be several 
reasons that this will be possible. 
The kitchen will be a neat affair, 
with everything, including the stove, 
disappearing when not in use. Radia­ 
tion, of course, will play a major 
role, both in cooking and in pre­ 
serving food. The dishes will be 
washed by sound. And there will 
be less noise than the present crash 
of one hand-wiped plate. Instead of 
waves of soapy water splashing over 
them, 'sound waves will be sent a- 
cross their surfaces. Boom . . . 
they’re clean! 
All this will be done by push 
buttons. The sweetheart of the house 
will don a pretty little apron and 
do little more than set the table and 
move the food from utensils to 
dishes. Remote controls will send 
the dish cart to the table, and 
around the table when various mem­ 
bers of the family want another 
helping.

Or so says Louise Hamilton, 
Penn State nutritionist, lf the meat 
is to be floured, thaw it slightly 
and sprinkle or pound in the season­ 
ed flour, lf no flouring is needed, 
you can brown the meat without 
thawing. 
Brown the meat in a little hot 
fat in a heavy pan, add seasoning 
and a small amount of liquid. Cover 
and cook over low heat until tender. 
The commercially frozen meats now 
available that are best cooked by 
braising are pot roasts, veal cutlets, 
pork chops, and tenderloin patties.

BUYING A SOFA?
